A* for the cauſe of many Moons appearing, ot 
ſeeming to do ſo at once, I need not repeat 
it again- but only tell you the cauſe 1s the ſame as 
that ofthe Suns; Plyne calls theſe Night ſuns, be- 
cauſe they joyn with the Light of the Moon, and 
Avgment its Light in wonderful meaſure, whilſt 
they continue. 

They foretell great Rains, and a wet ſeaſon to 
follow, producing Land Floods, and doing much 
Harm to Corn and Graſs, if grown up; alſo the 
Overflowing of Rivers, and the Breaking in of the 
ſea; and in general a meiſt wet Year (or-part of a 
Tear as they fall Earlier or Later) to enſue to the 
End ; which will occaſion ſcarcity- of Corn, and o- - 
ther Fruits of the Earth.

"Heſe in Popiſh, and ſuperſtitious times, were 
T held to be Souls that had eſcaped out of Purga« 
tory, to deſire the prayers of the living, upon the 
earth, for their admiſſion to Paradice, becauſe they 
were often ſeen in Church yards, where UnCtious 
vapours ariſe from the ſteem of dead bodies, fince 
they are called Wil with the Wiſp; or as the Latins 
call them, 1enis Fatuus, foohſb fire; becauſe they 
are rather a fire in ſhew, than a real one in truth, 

It is a Fire, or a reſemblance of it, that ſeemeth 
to go before men, or follow them in the Night, & 
lead them out of their way into waters, or other 
dangerous places; it is a weak exhalation kindled by 
reaſon of a violent motion in a cold night, in the 
loweſt Region of the Air; for in the hot ſeaſon they 
appear not : It is imbodied by the cold,. and ſhut in 
as it were ina bladder, and its motion is from that 
of the Air ; for that being as it were ofa piece, tho? 
in innumerable ' particles, is- agitated with violent 
motions, and as the body of a Man moves in break. 
ing it, the whole ſenſibly ſuff-rs, which makes this

A Treatiſe of Bees, how to Order, Preſerve, Swarmy 
Gather their Honcy, and all other Matters Relating 
to them. 


HE Bee though a Creature Numbered among 

Inſe#s, is exceeding uſeful to Man, their Wax 
and. Horiey being Commodities, Trafficable in 'all 
Nations ; yet are they a Nice, Choice Creature; and 
without much Dilligence and Care, cannot be 
brought to any/extraordinary PerfeQtion, to the Pro. 
ft and Advantage of the Owners, which being pro- 
per to this Undertaking (for the general good) I 
ſhall for the 1»/?ru&ion of thoſe that are Ignorant 10. 
it, lay down Choice Rules and DireFions how they 
ſhould be Ordcred, to Preſerve and Encreaſe their 
Stocks, that fo in'a little time they may turn to the. 
great Profit of the Owner-. 

Firf, In the Choice of your Stock, ſee they be 
Little, Lively, and Smooth; for thoſe that are Rough 
and Unſgily will never prove well; above all, if 
vou can.fcethe Maſter Bee, or King, conſider if he 

Long and Shining, bedaſhed with Golden Spotsy and 
Che:rjul; for on him mainly depends the Welfare 
of the whole Stock ; for if he be Rough, Droeping, 
and Sluggiſh, the Reſt will be Diſcouraged, Loyter, and- 
never Work Cheerfully to fill their Combs. 

Secondly, Obſerve the Swarm be Whole and, Great,. 
which you may know by looking into the Hive, or 
obſerving great Numbcrs, cluſtering about the Mourf 
of it; bur if this way fail, put your Mouth to the 
Mouth of the Hive, and Blow in, and if you are An- 
ſireredby a great Humming Noiſe, then it 1s a ou 

| | ock, 
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Fock ; but with a Little Faint oneAfen but a Wea 
Thin #ock. 

Thirdly, Beware how you Trauſport them far, for 
the Change of the Air frequently Icommodes them; 
and if you cannot avoid this, to Remedy it, place 
the Hives on convenient Stools, in pleaſant Garden; 


or ſcatter ſweet ſmelling, and wholſome Herbs, and 


Flowers, about their H:wves, in Removing, beware 
of Joſling, for that Diſorders their Combs, and puts 
them ſo out of Humour, that they will ſcarcely ſtay 
where you place them, to carry them in Sheets on 
Poles, croſs Mens ſhoulders, is the eafteſt way ; the 
beſttime to Remove them is in Apr:l, and let the 
place you Remove them to, be as like that in Scitu- 
ation you Removed them from, as may be; and 
upon a Rempve, open them not in the Day time, 


that ſo Reſting in the Night, they may ſettle them» 


ſelves, and finding their Hive open the next Morn- 
ing. go the quieter to Work: However, for two 
or three Daysobſerve them, that finding themſelves 
ina: ſtrange Place, they take not Wing, and kave 
you ; for if they go all Out of the Hive, i is anl1Il 
ſgn they are gadding. 

 Fourthly, In placing your Bees, obſerve it be ſo, 
that in Winter and Spring, the Face of the Hives they 
ate to come out at, may ſtand to the Riſing Sun ; and 
ſo order the Matter, that in Winter they be not expo- 
ſed to too much Cold; nor in Summer to too much 
Heat, place them (aboite all things) in a Whol- 


ſome Air, where ſuch Plants, Herbs, and Flowers are 


Growing near, as beſt agree with them ; as Time, 
Caſſa, Roſemary, Wild Marjarum, Wild Time, Saffron, 


bean Flowers, Meftilot, Poppys, Roſes, &c. As for Yew 
* Cornel, Sprig-lawrel, Cucumbers, Goards, Elms, and all

bitter Herbs and Flowers are Enemy: to them. 
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Fifthly, They Thrive better on Riſing Ground, 
where the 4irisfree and open,than in cloſe Valleys, 
yet love to be near Springs of purling Waters, that 
are not deep, and in fuch places where they Sip, 
throw in Spray Wood, that they may Iye above the 
Water ; ſo that if they chance to drop in, they may 
get out again by that help. 

Sixthly, Place their Hiv-s in three Ranks, ſtanding 
2 Yard one above the other, and keep from them 
as much as may be, all hurtful Crearures, that De-- 
ſtroy the Bee:,or Spoil their Honey; as Red-breſts,Toads, 
Waord-peckers, Moths, Hornets, Lizards, Swallows, Spi. 
de's, Sparrows, butter-flys, Snakes, Snailes, Waſps, and 
the like ; and ſo profitable are theſe little Creatures, 
that if it be a ſeaſonable Spring and Summer, their 
Houty may he taken three times a Year, as in ſome 
Country: it is frequently obſerved, wiz. The latter 
end in May, the end of 7uly, and the: beginning of 
ſeptember ; but to leave them a Winter Supply, the 
beſt is only to take it in May and Avgeſt, for then 
they Reſt, and Live upon part of what they got-in 
Summer ; and if they Want, you muſt be compet- 
led to Feed them, by putting gingerly in little bok 
low Canes or Kexes, ſhivered like Troughs, filled with 
Honey or ſugar, and ater Boiled togerher, or they 
will Periſh (&'er they can get out to Work again} 
for want of Pod ; you may allo pur in for their Fed, 
bruiſed Raiſons, Figss, ' ay uwrrans, Or any Sweets that 
are Wholſome in Taſte and Scent: If the Weather 
be open, after the 10:h.of March, yan may let them 
Abroad, then will they Frame New Combs ; and 
that done, begin to Breed, then they Labour hard 
for their Hoxey, 

Seventhly, If the 1:ive, by reaſon of the Young 
Brood, be over-chari:d, which 15 percerived by their 
| C luſter. 
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Cluſtering about the Mourh of it, and the ery 
Humming Noiſe within ; prepare New Hivez, 

ed with ſweet herbs, and Watch the coming forthe 
the Young Fry, from 8 to 12 in the Morning, le 
they take Wing, and be gone ; and if they refaſen 
come forth, with the Fume of Ga/banum, you my

The Warreners Inſtruo7; or a Treatiſe of Coneys, 
their Ordering to Preſerve, and Encreaſe thim, D/. 
eaſes, and Remeays. 


"Ince many times (in Coney Warrcns) many Mil. 
fortunes happen to that little Creatyre ſo uſe 
Tot to Man, I ſhall (in this Uſeful Book) fer down 
what muſt needs be grateful ro ſuch as have the 
Care of them, thar their Wool may be good, they 
Breed kindly, and abundantly, be Fat, and prefer- 
ved from the Diſeaſes Incident to them, which 


] 


generally arc but two kinds, viz, Ror and Me 
nts. 
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To preſerve them then in the Froſty winter, 
when the Snow lyes much on the Ground, and 
they cannot well come at the Graſs,* or any 
Herbs, to ſuſtain them, provide your {elf well 
with the Sprigs of Birch, Oke, and Hazle, to ſcat- 
ter in the Warren; for this Bark, before the Sap be 
much gone out of it, is the beſt, not only to feed 
them in ſome degrez, but proves Phyſical and bind= 
ing, to keep them from watry Diſtempers, mak« 


'+ ing them alſo thrive, by giving them an Appetite 


roſuch other food, as they can get, Turnit Tops, 
Peaſhame, - with dryed Peaſe in the pods, and 
ſprinkling of Parſley is Exceeding good for them ; 
for in the ſharpeſt time of Winter, when leaſt is to 
be got, they feed beſt, and the reaſon is; becauſe 
then the Froſt biting the Foggy Graſs, makes ir 
ſweeter, and more pleaſant to them, than at other 
times, beſides the ſharpneſs of the Air whets their 
Appetites. 

In their Increaſe they are abundant, bunging 
forth their Young once every Month, uſually 7iiee 


"Or Foxy at a time, and ſometimes more; for as 


ſoon as the Doe is Disburthened, ſhe preſently tak. 
eth Buck again, and when ſhe has Kindled, concealy 
her Young from rhe” Buck, as ſecretly as ſhe can, 
leſt he ſhould deſtroy them, , which, when they are 
very Young he is apt to do, but fo ſoon as they can 
run about, they are out of that danger; I need nos 
rell you whar profit their Furs, and fleſh, bring to 
man, every one (in a manner) knowing there is 
great advantage by it; they are on all hands cons 
cluded to be creatures of much hardineſs, but not 
long Lived, they much delight to Earth them- 
klves in a Loamy Ground, mixed with Sand ; fo 
that it is very well binding, [and no Springs in it to 
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Its. tumbling and rowling about, when out ofthe 
'Burrow, and particularly tumbling over irs Head, | 
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hinder their working or earthing themſelves, for 
wet is a great enemy to them, and moiſt Burrows, 
with their Dampnels, or Muſtineſs, cauſe the Ro 
amongſt them, which ſoon- thins the Warren, by 
ſweeping them away in great Numbers, though, 
in a Clay mixed with a little Gravel, Exempted from 
ſuch Wet or Dampneſs, they thrive b=ſt, and. ar 
the Largeſt, and Fulleſt ; fine ſhort ſweet Hay, in 
Winter, layed near the mouths of their Holes, isz 

t comfort to them, both to preſerve them from 
Diſeaſes, by drying up the over much moiſture 
they contralt, and making them feed the better, 
ſo Exempted from Sicknefs: The cauſe of Madneſs 
is cauſed by wind and wet, which getting in great 
quantity into the porous parts of the Body, ariſe 
by Vapours, to the Brain, and cauſes a Frenzy, 
or Madneſs in the Creature, which is known by 


and bouncing about in an unuſual poſture : -and | 
this Kills many of. them; therefore, when this 
Sign appears, apply the following Remedy, and 
the Diſtemper will ceaſe.

ol A Cure for the Rot in Coneys. 


'T He other Diſeaſe Incident to theſe Creatures, is 
the Rot, the more dangerous of the two, 
becauſe it ſweeps more fatally : This comes when 
it is very Moiſt and Rainey, in the Spring or Au- 
tumn ; for then much water hanging on the Graſs 
(in their feeding) they ſuck it in, which ſoftening 
their Fleſh with a kind of a Dropfical Watery Hu- 
mour, which alſo gets-between the Skin and the 
Fleſh, putrefying the Liver, &«c. -and ſo cauſes 
them to dye of the Rot; to Remedy this, give 
them Parſley, dryed Hay, and Hare-Thiſtle, lay 
warm Litter near their Holes, with Boughs over it 
to ſhelrer themſelves in at pleaſure, againſt the wet 
and fogs, or moiſt winds, &'c. and renew it as often 
as it gzaws wet or muſty ; and when the Snow lyes 
onthe ground, Shovel and ſweep ir from their Bur- 
rows, that they may come at the Graſs: And thus 
have I briefly ſhewed you how to manage theſe pro-. - 
fitable Creatures, to keep them in good caſe, cauſe 
them to Breed well, and to be free from the ſickneſs 
incident to them ; which cannot but prove profita. 
ble to one or other of my Readers, though not to all. 


To keep and order Hayes in Warrens, or Tame them in 
all reſpe#: as the Coney. 


S for Hares, if kept Tame, or in Wartengs, 
they may be ordered in all reſpe@s as the 
Coney, they being much of the ſame nature, and 
their Diſeaſes the ſame ; but ſeeing many are defi- 
K 2 rous 
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Tous to find them wild in the Fields for their Sport, 
and advantage of getting them, and are Ignorant 
of their haunts, and there forms, whereby they 
loſe much labour in a fruitleſs fearch, and are often 
diſappointed, I thought in convenient to ſay fome- 
thing as to this particular, a thing defired of me 
by ſo many. 

When you goe about to find a Hare, that you 
may not loſe yourLabeur, but be more cextain in

. the thickeſt of the Cover, but to be: more certain, 
beat the Buſhey cloſe, or Shruby Ground Adjacent: 
Kor: if you; ſhould find a Hare in a cloſe Woody

her in the. Shrubs, ſhe will, when Started, or 
Chaſed, immediaelly take to the Champion ground, 
becauſe' a Hare naturally delights not in. Cover, 
till ſheis tired, and:therefore the Champion grounds 
are the moſt likelv places to find ther, and Run 
them down; and. in ſuch grounds reſort to- the

returning, unleſs frighted away by ſome Accident ; 
but the contrary appearing, it 1s old, and if you ex- 
pet any advantage by it, you will in all likelyhood 
loſe your labour ; and 2nother thing is worthy of 
Remark, and that is, the Hare has divers Slights 
and Shifrs to avoid purſuit, as her Windings and! 
Doublings, you muſt alſo, when ſhe is purſued, 
obſerve her Leaps and Skips, before ſhe Squars, and 
beat ghe places moſt likely to give her ſhelter, for 
of ver to theſe hard ſhifts, ſhe is tired, come, 
to her laſt caſt, and can hold out but a lirtle longer 
for ſh2 never uſes them till the fiads her ſtrength fo 
failing her, that ſhe grows heartleſs, and has but. 
this way to hope avoiding the purſuers.

and fmooth, and no grey hairs appearing; pinch 
the inſide of the Belly, and it will break render, but 
if it be old,in pinching it will be tough. & ruckle up, 


If ſtale killed, it will be limber, the Skin taken 


off, the Fleſh look blueiſh, and have a kind of a 


flime upon it; but if new killed it will be ſtiff, and 


the Fleſh white and dry. &* 


To know whether a Have be old or young, new or ſta 
killed, and whether a Hare or Leveret ?
